CARE HOMES 
FACE CLOSURE 


Three-month consultation to consider four options

SOUTHEND Council has 
announced a consultation into the 
proposed closure of two care 
homes. 

The three month exercise, which 
ends on Sunday, September 1, will 
consider four options for the future 
of Delaware House and Priory 
House. 

The council's options include 
continue as it is now, transfer them 
to alternative ownership, modernise 
both homes with third party fund¬ 
ing or close one or both homes. 

All of the options are claimed to 
have been reached after a nine 
member cross party Task and 
Finish Panel team spent six months 
investigating. 


Councillor for adult social care, 
health and housing, Cllr Lesley 
Salter, said looking at the financial 
situation at Delaware House and 
Priory House reveals the homes 
will cost in the region of £22m to 
keep open for the next 10 years, 
£10m more than the option of 
replacing these homes with resi¬ 
dential care beds commissioned 
from independent care homes. 

Cllr Salter said: “Deciding upon 
the future of council-run residential 
homes is one of the most onerous 
and daunting issues facing many 
local authorities up and down the 
country. 

“Despite these daunting figures, 
and the significant challenges fac¬ 
ing our finances as a whole, I’m 
very confident that, through this 
formal consultation, we can estab¬ 


lish a viable solution to ensure we 
continue to provide the very best 
levels of care for our elderly resi¬ 
dents, now and in the future.” 

Councillor Alex Kaye, who 
chaired the cross-party Task and 
Finish Panel, said as part of our 
extensive investigations we met 
with relatives and staff to listen to 
their concerns and anxieties about 
the possible impact any changes 
may have upon their loved ones. 

Cllr Kaye said: “We also looked 
in detail at the standard of care and 
the condition of both buildings in 
the context of future infrastructure 
investment, including the long-term 
cost of running the homes. 

“The panel’s preferred option is to 
manage the planned and safe clo¬ 
sure of Priory House and to explore 
further the options for developing 


the Delaware House site with some 
facilities - both care and housing - 
for older people. 

“However, we must emphasise 
that no decision has been made 
about either home, and the council 
is genuinely committed to having 
an open and transparent consulta¬ 
tion on each of the four options set 
out in the consultation paper.”

Saxon 
dig on 
the site

AN archaeological survey 
must take place before a 
pub is built. 

The dig will take place 
next the Saxon King tomb 
site, beside Priory Park, at 
Prittlewell, Southend.

Cllr Norman said: “We 
also agreed that there 
should be no path or gate 
to the historic site of 
where the Saxon tomb was 
found, as it may have 
become an extension of 
the beer garden.” 

The pub will include a 
bar and restaurant area as 
well as enough room for 
61 parking spaces.

paign group Saxon King 
in Priory Park (SKIPP) 
have said they feel the 
archaeological survey may 
uncover further artefacts. 

Mark Sharp, from 
SKIPP, said medieval arte¬ 
facts were found before on 
the site of the pub. 

He said: “We’re pleased 
a pub is going on the site 
in principal...we wanted 
the archaeological survey 
to see if there were any 
artefacts there. 

“We also wanted to 
know if anything was 
found it would be cata¬ 
logued and preserved. It 
is good the developer has 
said it will do this and the 
path and gate to the burial 
site has been taken away. 

“Now it’s going ahead I 
think the best name for 
[the pub] would be the 
Saxon King or The Saebert 
after the king himself.”

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Seevic told it must improve 


OFSTED inspectors have criticised 
teaching at Seevic College and 
ruled that the facility requires 
improvements. 

Inspectors gave the college a level 
three grading after a five-day visit 
in April. 

The inspection included visits to 
the college's campuses in Basildon, 
Benfleet and Thurrock. 

Inspectors said courses in maths, 
science, business, health, social 
care and early years all needed 
improvements. 

They said quality of teaching and 
effectiveness of the college's lead¬ 
ership and management also 
required work. 

Inspectors reported that, “Too few 
learners on vocational courses 
complete their qualifications suc¬ 
cessfully, particularly those on 
advanced level programmes. 

“Too many learners do not make 
the progress they are capable of, 
particularly on academic courses. 
The proportion of learners achiev¬ 


ing high grades is low.” 

Inspectors commented that too 
many of the college's lessons need¬ 
ed improvements. 

The report said: “The quality of 
teaching, learning and assessment 
varies within, and between, most 
subject areas and this reflects the 
considerable variations in learners' 
outcomes across different courses 
and levels of study.” 

They added later in the report: “In 
the less effective lessons, tutors do 
not use their knowledge of learners 
sufficiently well to plan teaching 
that meets their individual needs. 

Inspectors also noted that atten¬ 
dance was poor at the Basildon and 
Benfleet campuses and male learn¬ 
ers were achieving 'much less suc¬ 
cessfully' than their female counter¬ 
parts. 

However, they did highlight 
strengths at the college, saying that 
success for apprentices was high 
and teaching, learning and assess¬ 
ments were good in sports, visual 


arts, media, English and foreign 
language courses. 

Success rates for A-levels were 
consistently high. Inspectors sin¬ 
gled out principal Nick Spenceley 
and his 'committed senior leader¬ 
ship team' for their 'strong focus on 
improving teaching and learning 
outcomes'. 

The watchdog told the college to 
carry out a 'rigorous analysis' of 
why male learners were performing 
less successfully than females and 
recommended 'swifter and more 
effective interventions to rectify 
under-performance' in students. 

They also told the college to 
improve teaching and act immedi¬ 
ately when attendance problems 
arose. 

Mr Spenceley said: “Ofsted 
recognised that we know what to do 
to produce the results our students 
are capable of. It's old fashioned 
stuff - ensuring good punctuality 
and attendance and having high 
expectations of our learners.”

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Man stabbed in face 

Injury inflicted 
life-threatening

A MAN was hospitalised after he was 
stabbed in the face and neck last week. 

Police were called to York Road, 

Southend, at the junction with Hastings 
Road, just before 9.30pm on Monday 
(May 27). The victim, a man in his 40s 
from the town, was taken by ambulance 
to Southend Hospital, with a life-threat¬ 
ening injury close to a main artery. 

He underwent surgery and is now in a 
stable condition. 

Police initially sealed off the crime 
scene and house-to-house enquiries were 
also carried out in the area. 

Investigating officer Detective 
Sergeant Tanya Bailey said the victim’s 
life had been in danger and the force 
could have been looking at a potential 
murder investigation. 

She said: “We are appealing for anyone 
who may have knowledge of what hap¬ 
pened, particularly as it would still have 
been quite busy at this time of night. 

“Police have conducted extensive 
enquiries but we still need witnesses to 
come forward so we can piece together 
exactly what happened to this man and 
bring those responsible to justice.” 

Officers are looking to trace a suspect 
described as being “of Turkish appear¬ 
ance”, aged about 40, 6ft tall, of medium 
build.

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Report claims hospice is 
no longer fit for purpose

A REPORT commissioned by Fair Havens 
Hospice has claimed the charity’s main site in 
Chalkwell Avenue is no longer ‘fit for purpose’. 

The report was published by the hospice just 
weeks before a public inquiry into a new premis¬ 
es at Belton Way, Leigh. 

NIFES, an assessor of healthcare properties, 
listed concerns in 28 of the 85 areas, and flagged 
up a further 21 as ‘amber.’ 

The main areas that have been highlighted 
include: 

■A lack of privacy and dignity for patients who 
have died 

■No lift to the first floor. 

■Inadequate fire escape routes 

■No facilities for children visiting their family 
members 

■Poor ventilation and temperature control in 
the patient areas. 

The report said: “The premises are no longer fit 
for purpose to cater for existing service provision, 
the service expansion and the growth is severely 
constrained by the unsuitability of the premises. 

It also suggested ‘a purpose built centre is rec¬ 
ommended.’ 

Despite criticism of the building, the survey 
referred to the excellent standard of care. 

Chief Executive of Havens Hospices Andy 
Smith said the report demonstrated the chal¬ 
lenges that care teams faced every day. 

Mr Smith said: “Although we are pleased that 
the report recognises the excellent care our nurs¬ 
es are known and trusted for, it also highlights 
that a building plays a vital part in getting even 
the basic expectations right. Limitations are pre¬ 
venting us doing better and helping more peo¬ 
ple.” 

The public inquiry into the planning application 


for the new hospice at Belton Way will start on 
Tuesday, June 18. 

Southend Council has opposed the plans so far 
as the earmarked land is green belt. 

One of the key issues to be considered at the 


inquiry is the council’s view that there is no 
urgency for a new hospice. 

The new hospice plans to provide 16 beds for in 
patients and provide larger rooms for patients 
allowing family and friends to stay overnight.

Workers threatened 


DETECTIVES are renew¬ 
ing their appeal for infor¬ 
mation in connection with 
two attempted armed rob¬ 
beries in Southend. 

As they release video 
footage of one of the 
crimes, they are looking for 
someone to identify a man 
captured on camera. 

One attack happened 
when a man walked into 
William Hill, on West 
Street, at 7.30pm on Friday, 
November 16. 

The CCTV shows him 
threaten a cashier with a 
handgun, before demand¬ 
ing money. But the male 
staff member ran to the 
back of the shop forcing 
the gunman to flee empty- 
handed.

D ON’T expect any blushes to be spared 
when the touching tale of a North 
Yorkshire Women’s Institute and its 
cheeky calendar, comes to town, writes Pat 
Jones. 

The play tells how a bunch of refined mem¬ 
bers took their clothes off for a calendar to 
raise cash for a new sofa for the hospital, 
where one of the group’s husband had died 
from leukaemia. 

And the actresses in Calendar Girls at 
Brentwood Theatre will be getting naked too! 
“There will be no fudging the issue, our six 
stars will strip off for the scenes - in the best 
possible taste of course,” said Hayley 
Joanna Bacon, production manager for 
Havering’s Ad Hoc Players, which is per¬ 
forming the play. 

The cast is also copying the play for real - 
and producing its own saucy nude calendar 
for 2014 - to sell at the theatre! Again, all for 
charity. “We are making this show a fund¬ 
raiser for blood cancer charities as well as 
offering a really good performance for our 
audiences,” Hayley said. 

“When we worked out our production we 
carefully choreographed the nude scenes 
where the photographer takes the shots for 
the calendar, and we have women only in 
the theatre galley during that scene. 

“All the actresses were aware of what was 
required when they took the parts and do it 
beautifully - even if they feel like a quick 
drink first! 

“In fact once the title of the play was 
known we had more would-be performers 
turn up to audition than ever before. 

“It is a fantastic play with well-captured 


dialogue, and we are thoroughly enjoying 
doing it,” Hayley said. 

The story is well-known - the husband of 
a Wl member, Annie, dies from leukaemia 
and friend Chris comes up with the idea for 
the Wl ladies to produce a nude calendar to 
raise money to replace the tatty hospital sofa 
in his memory. The others are sceptical at 
first, but agree and rope in Lawrence, a hos¬ 
pital porter and amateur photographer, to 
take the saucy pictures. 


The play covers production of the calendar, 
what happens once it is finished and how it 
affects the relationship between Annie and 
Chris, who gets a bit carried away by it all. 

Calendar Girls first aired as a highly suc¬ 
cessful film in 2003 with a stellar cast includ¬ 
ing Helen Mirren, Julie Walters, Annette 
Crosbie, Penelope Wilton, Geraldine James 
and Celia Imrie plus John Alderton as the 
husband who dies and Philip Glenister as 
the porter/photographer. 


It was performed at the Chichester Festival 
in 2008 as a play for the first time. 

Owners of the copyright release perfor¬ 
mance rights if part of the fee is paid to a 
charity which is dedicated to improving the 
lives of patients with all types of blood can¬ 
cer. “We are going a step further and donat¬ 
ing £1 from every ticket sold as well - and of 
course, we have our own calendar, too,” said 
Hayley. “There are ten nude poses from the 
girls, one from a man and the final scene for 
December has us all together - clothed!” 

A d Hoc Players is also hoping to make 
an appearance in the Guinness Book 
of Records by breaking the record for 
the most productions of a play in a year with 
Calendar Girls. 

On top of everything else, the Players, who 
are members of Havering Arts Council (HAC) 
are staging this production as part of the 
HAC Full Length Theatre Festival and will be 
adjudicated by Jan Palmer-Sayer, GoDA 
(Guild of Drama Adjudicators). 

Calendar Girls runs at the theatre in 
Shenfield Road, Brentwood,from Wednesday 
June19 to Friday June 21, performances 
start 8pm and finish around 10.20pm. 

Tickets are £12 (£10 concessions) on 01277 
200305 from 10am-4pm Monday to Friday.

A haunt of Holst... and Lovejoy 



F you are searching for a 
postcard-pretty place to visit 
then look no further than 
Coggeshall in Essex, home 
to nearly 300 listed build- 
including the beauti¬ 
ful Paycocke’s House. 
While my visit to the 
village was motivated 
by the urge to wander 
around the 500-year- 
old house and dis¬ 
cover more about 
, its history, the 
14 tour turned out 
to be only 
part of my 
afternoon 
excursion as I 
had found 
myself parked 
in one of the 
most beautiful 
villages 
around. 

Although 
timber-framed 
Paycocke’s 
House is a 
sight in itself, 


what I found surrounding it 
was an added delight as the 
village is made up of a large 
number of grade ll-listed 
buildings of national impor¬ 
tance. With such a delightful 
backdrop it is easy to see why 
producers of television come¬ 
dy drama, Lovejoy, set many 
of the scenes here and why 
the village won the Essex Best 
Kept Village award (in 1998 
and 2001-03), and was 
named as the Eastern 
England and Home Counties 
Village of the Year in 2003. 

A brief history of this village, 
situated at a ford of the River 
Blackwater, shows that while 
Coggeshall dates back to an 
early Saxon settlement, and 
there is evidence of a Roman 
villa, its modern history began 
in 1140 with the founding of a 
large abbey with 12 monks 
from Savigny in France. It was 
these monks who farmed 
sheep and developed high- 
quality wool that formed the 
foundations of the town’s 


prosperous cloth trade, from 
the 15th century to the mid 
18th century. 

This is where Paycocke’s 
house comes in as it belonged 
to Thomas Paycocke, whose 
family had owned the estate in 
Coggeshall since the 1400s 
and built a medieval open hall 
on the site. When Thomas’ 
father died in 1505 he built the 
majority of the building you 
see today, between 1509 and 
1510, as a home and show¬ 
room for his cloth business. 

T he house, now owned 
and run by the National 
Trust, was an expression 
of the latest fashion in building 
and it is believed that Thomas’ 
work on the property was a 
statement of his wealth. 

While the front of the build¬ 
ing on West Street is stunning 
in itself, its real beauty can be 
discovered by walking along 
its cart-way and stepping into 
the gardens, where its Tudor 
outbuildings once stood. 



Here you will see a section 
of the building that dates back 
to around 1420 - the time of 
Henry V - which was part of 
the open medieval hall, on to 
which other buildings were 
added by Thomas during two 
construction phases. 

When Thomas died without 
an heir in 1584 the house 
passed to the Buxton family 
until 1737. A Robert Ludgater 
bought the property and split 
it into three dwellings, before it 
was threatened with demoli¬ 
tion in 1885. A man by the 
name of Charles Pudney then 
saved it and used it as a 
home and business, before a 
direct descendant of the previ¬ 
ous Buxtons stepped in to 
restore it in 1904. 

Lord Noel Buxton had com¬ 
pleted the main restoration 
work by 1910, including 
demolishing outbuildings to 
open up views of the garden 
and commissioning the 
stained-glass windows you 
can see in the entrance hall, 


before donating Paycocke’s to 
the National Trust in 1924. 

The year before composer 
Gustav Holst stayed at the 
property with his family, during 
which time his 16-year-old 
daughter, Imogen, had written 
to a school friend describing 
Paycocke’s as “absolutely too 
wonderful for words... it is a 
dream... and it is great fun liv¬ 
ing in a dream”. After reading 
her letter in the entrance hall 
and looking around 
Paycocke’s delightful period 
rooms and enchanting setting, 
I really believe her description 
says everything - I couldn’t 
have put it better myself.

How to Interpret a Survey 


Buyers clearly need to make informed choices when it comes to deciding which property to buy and at what price, 
although only about one in five people in England and Wales commissions a survey (source: RICS). 

However, we find that buyers can be unnecessarily disappointed by the survey report simply because they are not 
familiar with some of the terminologies used. 

Increasing litigation and a massive rise in professional insurance premiums means that surveyors are understand¬ 
ably becoming very cautious as to how they describe their findings. 

For example, a survey might read, “We found no evidence of woodworm or rot, but would recommend further inves¬ 
tigation by a specialist timber treatment company”. Very few, if any, timber specialists will provide a clean bill of 
health along with a 20-30 year guarantee unless they have actually been commissioned to carry out a timber treat¬ 
ment programme - at a price. 

Such caveats can apply to the causes of damp, wall fractures, etc. and to some extent render some surveys irrele¬ 
vant. Ultimately it usually comes down to a matter of common sense, and even an acceptance of various imperfec¬ 
tions as part of property ownership, especially in respect of older homes. 

A basement flat might not be quite as dry as a second floor flat; but does this make it uninhabitable? A crack that 
has existed but not expanded for 50 years may look unsightly, but does it really mean the property is falling down? 
Some woodworm is not uncommon, and is easily treated. 

Ultimately, unless the results of a survey express grave and clear concerns, then it is up to you the buyer, not your 
surveyor, to decide whether any alleged flaws are really likely to significantly affect your enjoyment of the property. 
So, as they say on Crimewatch.don’t have nightmares!

However, the plain fact is that your agent is 
actually legally obliged to pass on all formal offers right up until contracts are 
exchanged. Remember, it is only then that anything becomes legally binding 
on either party. Up to that point, your buyer is perfectly entitled to change his 
or her offer at any time - and by the same token, you are equally free to 
accept another offer altogether. Hence the legal obligation on your agent to 
continue passing offers on. 

Now, this might make sense in the case of higher offers. But why on earth 
would an agent continue to pass on any that are lower? Isn’t this just a case 
of taking the legalities a little too literally? 

Not necessarily. In certain circumstances, a slightly lower offer may actually 
be in your best interests. Imagine, for example, that you absolutely must 
move by a certain date. You’ve already accepted an offer, but your buyer is 
trapped in a slow-moving chain (a not-uncommon state of affairs at the 
moment), and time is starting to run out. Under those circumstances, a 
marginally lower offer from, say, a cash buyer - someone who can effectively 
guarantee completion within your timeframe - may well be worth considering. 
There is a broader point here, too. Particularly in the kind of market we are 
currently experiencing, when buyers are rather spoilt for choice, offers of any 
kind are not necessarily that easy to come by. This is not to say that you 
should instruct your agent to continue actively marketing your home. But, it 
does mean that you shouldn’t be too quick to turn your nose up at any 
serious offer that happens to come your way. 

However...if when all’s said and done you really are set on accepting a 
particular offer, irrespective of any others that might materialise, then you can 
always absolve your agent of his legal duty by confirming your wishes in 
writing. 




Landlord Question 

I have just bought a property that has got an existing tenant with an assured shorthold tenancy 
agreement. Is there anything that I need to do? 


Think Property Reply 

I am guessing that your own intentions with this property is to continue offering it as a property let. If 
that is the case, then essentially there is nothing you need to do. 

The existing assured short hold tenancy agreement which should have been checked over by your 
solicitor - will remain valid until the end of its fixed period. Once it ends you can either allow them to 
continue as a statutory periodic tenancy or you can ask the tenant to sign a new AST. 

Now I recommend asking your tenant to sign a new AST at this time, especially if you want to change 
the rent. 

Another important thing that the vendor's solicitor must do before the deal is completed is write to the 
tenant informing them of this property sale, and that from the date of completion they must pay rent to 
you. 

Similarly, your solicitor will need to agree with the vendor the completion statement which allows for 
any remaining rent paid in advance and the landlord's interest in the tenant's deposit (this will need to 
be transferred to you at the scheme where it is held).

THE term ‘a wolf in sheep’s cloth¬ 
ing’ is one that’s bandied around 
frequently but I don’t believe I’ve 
heard the reverse said. 

But a sheep in wolf’s clothing 
goes some way towards describing 
what the Suzuki Swift SZ-L is all 
about. In essence this latest spe¬ 
cial edition of the stylish little Swift 
is a car that looks very much 
indeed like a hot hatch but under¬ 
neath it’s far more mild-mannered 
and pedestrian than one might be 
forgiven for first thinking. 

Essentially, it’s a clever marketing 
ploy to woo people, particularly 
younger buyers, who want some¬ 
thing that looks rather racy but 
which comes at a price that’s emi¬ 
nently affordable and offers excep¬ 
tionally low running costs. 

With a list price of a little over 
£10,500 (a special offer running 
until the end of June) it’s certainly 
affordable and would seem to offer 
quite a lot for the money. 

It would be unfair to dismiss it as 
a car that’s claiming to be some¬ 
thing it isn’t. The SZ-L fits in well to 
a small car market that is currently 
very competitive and characterised 
by a whole host of offerings that 
seem to ooze style, character and 
a sense of fun. 

And it comes with a lot more 
visual enhancements than just a 
set of go-faster stripes. There’s a 


This Swift is rather sheepish 



rear spoiler, 16-inch alloys, metallic 
paint and even privacy glass. 

It boasts all the looks of the 
range-topping Sport model but 
this pretender to the throne comes 
with a 1.2-litre petrol engine rather 
than the Sport’s 1.6-litre unit. 


And when it comes to perfor¬ 
mance, it’s a delicate balancing act 
but I’d say the SZ-L just about 
delivers. While it’s no hot hatch 
this is an engine that performs rea¬ 
sonably well given its relatively 
small capacity. True, it has to be 


worked hard at 
times but around 
town it feels lively 
and sprightly for the most part. It’s 
only when you’re on the open road 
or attempting to make swift 
progress on a motorway that it 


feels a little lacking. But small 
engines generally are more potent 
than they used to be. 

The overall driving experience is 
enhanced by decent dynamics 
and though the ride is fairly firm, 
you could argue it contributes to 
the car’s sporting character. 

Any performance shortcomings 
need to be weighed against the 
fact that the SZ-L is in a low insur¬ 
ance group, emits just 116g/km of 
C02 and returns 56.5mpg. 

On the inside 
the SZ-L is 
contemporary, 
classy and 
comfortable, 
with a decent 
amount of 
space; it’s up 
to the job as a 
family run¬ 
about. 

Standard 
equipment is 
fairly generous, 
including 
Bluetooth
